No, 3(46)-77iC/66.— The Government of India in the 
Ministry of International Trade appointed, on March 17, 
1964, a Taiiff Revision Committee under the chairmanship of 
Shri S. Subramanian to conduct a comprehensive enquiry into 
the structure ol the Indian Customs Taritf, to recommend the 
lines on which K might be revised and improved, to examine 
the related enactments and to suggest the necessary amend- 
ments thereto. The Committee, which included representa- 
tives of trade interests and the concerned Government Depart- 
ments, was primarily concerned with the question of tariff 
nomenclature and description fas apart from the rate struc- 
ture of the tarifl). 

2, The Committee has since suhmittcj its final Report ou 
the Customs Tariff. After examining the possible alternative 
classifications the Committee has recommended that the 
levised Import Tariff should adopt the broad structure of 
the Brussels Tariff Nomenclature (BTN) with such contrac- 
tions and expansions as might be necessary in the light of 
India's trade patterns, development needs and other fjelors, 
and that in the matter of expansion i.e, opening of sub- 
headings. reference should be freely made to the Revised 
Indian Trade Classification fR.TT.C.). 

3. The revised Import and Export Tariff Schedule', drafted 
by the Committee are contained i n Part II of its Report 
In presenting the draft Import Schedule, the Committee ha* 
indicated how it could he further simplified if certain minor 


adjustments in import duly can be made. It has also observ- 
ed that some ot the changes which it has recommended for 
the purpose of rationalisation would teqiurc the concurrence 
of tou.iti les with which India has Dade oi tariff agreements. 
In addition, the Committee has made a number ol other re- 
commendations on connected matters failing within its terms 
of lelerence. 

4 Government geneially agree with the Committee’s mam 
conclusions indicated above, A very careful and detailed 
study of the draft Schedule would, however, be necessary 
befoic these recommendations can be implemented through 
uppropuate legislation.

— The Indian Explosives Act 1884 and 
Explosives Rules 1940 li anted thereunder, regulate the manu- 
facture, possession, use, sale, trans-port and importafion _ of 
civil explosives. T he Act and Rules were framed at a time 
when there were only a few countries manufacturing explo- 
sives of standard quality and when there was no indigenous 
production of explosives in the country. Since then various 
changes have taken place and pioduction of blasting explo- 
sives and safety fuses have been undertaken in the country. 
But the entrepreneurs have experienced difficulties in entering 
into the field of explosives because of certain rigid specifica- 
tions, which are laid down in the rules. It has, therefore, 
been pointed out that the Explosives Act and Rules do not 
quite suit the present tequirement and need to be reviewed. 

In view of the lccont developments in the explosives indus- 
tiy in the counlry, it is eonsideied derirable to examine the 
various provisions of the Indian Explosives Act and Rules 
with a view to making suitable amendments and revisions, 
wherever necessary, to ensute that standard quality of explo- 
sives suited to the conditions of the country are manufac- 
tmed and permitted for use. Accordingly, Government have 
decided io set up a Committee to go into this question. The
